ALBANY—More than 30 mem- 
bers of Albany’s numerous com- 
missions, boards and committees 
are, in effect, ‘‘recalled’’ along 
with Councilmen Mike Gleason and 
Pat Griffin.

The outcome is significant be- 
cause it involves 40 percent of all 
appointees, the others having been 
appointed by Mayor Joyce Jackson 
and Councilmen Robert Luoma and 
Lewis Howell.

Egenberger was ques- 
tioned numerous times by 
Jensen and his assistants, 
even months after the in- 
vestigation had cooled off. 

There were rumors that 
the suspect had dated 
Judy, either in high school 
or college, but others said 
they were only acquainte- 
nances. Both were mem- 
bers of the Albany High 
French Club. However, his 
school activities were few 
while her club functions 
were numerous. 

Jensen’s persistence was 
based upon several troubl- 
ing facts: 

@ The Egenberger home 
on Stannage Avenue was 
not far from the bus stop 
where Judy usually waited 
each school morning. 

@ The car in which a 
man and woman were seen 
struggling seemed to 
match the car driven by 
Egenberger. 

@® Young Egenberger 
usually parked his ear in 
the same UC underground 
garage where the bloods- 
tains of Judy’s type A were 
found. 

@ The prime suspect, 
when walking to class, 
usually passed the trash 
can where the bloodstained 
books were found. 

@ On the day after 
Judy’s disappearance, 
Egenberger was stopped

Dear Sir: 

As the resident owner of 
a modest home on Francis 
Street in this city, I am 
distressed at the prospect 
of a significant increase in 
traffic congestion on this 
narrow street and the im- 
mediate neighborhood. 
Many of my neighbors 
share my concern. 

The threat of increased 
congestion comes from a 
proposal to build 10 resi- 
dential units on a presently 
vacant lot fronting on Tev- 
lin Street between Codor- 
nices Creek and Francis 
Street. Tevlin deadends at 
the creek, thus all traffic 
from the proposed houses 
would have to flow through 
the ‘‘T’’ intersection at 
Francis Street. One block 
of Francis — between Tev- 
lin and Peralta — is barely 
wide enough to permit two 
cars to pass one another 
when vehicles are parked 
on both sides. Thus, the 
addition of 10 to 20 cars 
(depending on how many 
two-car families move into 
the proposed units on Tev- 
lin) to the daily traffic pat-

Senior Center's 
_ expansion probed 


ALBANY — A citizens 
committee will examine 


city staff proposals for a 


pee expansion of the Al- 
any Senior Center on 
Masonic Avenue and re- 
location of the adjacent 
Pre-School activities into a 
new building in Middle 
School Park. 

The three-member Al- 
bany City Council Monday 
voted unanimously to ap- 
point a committee of 10 
members, with recom- 
mendations due by Jan. 3. 

City Administrator Wil- 
liam Haden recommended 
expansion of the present 
senior center with about 
2,000 square feet of space 
to a 10,000 square-foot 
combination of facilities 
including the present build- 
ing. the next-door Pre- 
School and a new building. 


At the same time, he re- 
commended against any 
closing of Masonic Avenue 
for future expansion, and 
against relocation of any 
facilities at the Veterans 
Memorial Building, which 
had been earlier consi- 
dered. 

Haden informed the 
council that property own- 
eps on all sides of the 
Senior Center and Pre- 
School were contacted and 
refuse to consider selling 
their properties.

A larger expansion to 
15,000 square feet would 
handle up to 500 people, he 
added. 

Several parents, mem- 
bers of the Pre-School, 
spoke in opposition, saying 

eir school has been func-

change might endanger the 
quality of the program. 

Haden said a five-year 

lan providing for the 
arger senior center and 
the relocatéd pre-school 
could cost more than 
$400,000 with outside fund- 
ing provided for most of 
this expense. 

He said that the alterna- 
tive plan would allow for 
expansion of the present 
senior center from 2,000 
square feet to 3,700 square 
feet, maintaining the pre- 
sent level of senior ser- 
vices, and allowing the 
Pre-School to remain 
where it is. 

It was decided that the 
citizens committee will 
have two members each 
from the Senior Center, the 
Pre-school, the Commis- 
sion on Aging, the Park 
and Recreation Commis- 
sion, plus the superinten- 
dent of recreation and the 
ety administrator.

The decision does not af- 
fect other CETA 
employees involved in spe- 
cial projects such as the 
senior home repair prog- 
ram, senior citizen block 
aid, and others. 

Several CETA 
employees who face layoff 
attended the council meet- 
ing, complaining that the 
existing program does not 
train them for any new job 
in private industry except 
for the most menial labor. 

Councilman Robert 
Luoma argued that the 
earlier termination next 
July instead of September 
would help the laid-off 
employees since it comes 
in the middle of summer 
when there are more jobs 
in construction. But this 
did not persuade the 
employees who talked 
heatedly with him after the 
meeting. Luoma had ear- 
lier favored immediate 
termination. 

Councilman Lewis How- 
ell recalled that he had 
worked for the Works Pro- 
jects Administration 
(WPA) many years ago, 
and he had found other 
work on his own time. 

The CETA arrangements 
for the 12 employees call 
for leaving any position 
vacant if an employee 
leaves before July, allow- 
ing each employee several 
hours per month to look for 
work on company time and 
improved supervision of 
the CETA employees.

ALBANY — Although 
Mayor a Jackson ap- 
pears to be in favor, the 
Albany City Council is 
hesitating to authorize 


condemnation proceedings 


to acquire the one-acre 
Tevlin Avenue property in 
the Peralta area for ‘‘open 
space.” 

Despite strong urging 
from many residents in the 
area, the council Monday 
delayed a decision, calling 
for recommendations from 
a committee first. 

The stumbling blocks 
appear to be uncertainty 
how much city acquisition 
would cost and the likely 
delay of two or three years 
in a major drainage and 
landscaping program for 
the new Albany Middle 
School Park if funds are 
diverted. 

Revenue-sharing funds 
earmarked for the school 
project might have to be 
switched to the Tevlin ac- 
quisition. 

The city appraiser’s re- 
port placed the land’s 
market value at about 
$150,000, although owner 
John Hattam said he would 
not willingly sell and the 
actual value may be 
nearer to $300,000. 

Hattam read portions of 
the city appraiser’s report 
which were pessimistic 
about converting the area 
to open space, citing its in- 
accessibility, lack of indi- 

enous plants and other 
actors. 

Hattam complained that 
someone destroyed a fence 
he had recently placed 
about the property, but 
Mayor Jackson objected to 
his assertions that 
neighboring residents were 
responsible for the van- 
dalism. 

Hattam also argued that 
there are plenty of other 
parks and playgrounds in 
the area and that Albany 
needs more residential 
housing. 

There were many speak- 
ers favoring city acquisi- 
tion. Ms. Bonnie Cediel
